Staff  Deployed 

•□□□□□□□□  EPA  has  deployed  ten  On-Scene  Coordinators  in  Siiverton,  Durango  and 
Farmington,  New  Mexico.  Water  quality  experts  and  several  technicians  and  contractors 
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will  respond  to  the  discharge  as  it  reaches  communities  in  New  Mexico. 

• Two  Public  Information  Officers  (PIOs)  are  also  on  site  in  Durango  at  the 

Joint  Information  Center  (JIC). 

•□□□□□□□□  In  EPA’s  regional  office  in  Denver,  there  are  21  employees  and  one 
contractor  providing  support  services  to  the  response. 

•□□□□□□□□  Several  incident  management  team  positions  are  being  deployed  to  Durango. 

•□□□□□□□□Two  Community  Involvement  Coordinators  (CICs)  were  deployed  to 
Farmington  on  August  9 and  will  meet  with  local  Navajo  chapter  officials  and  host  public 
meetings.  The  CICs  will  also  partner  with  Navajo  Nation  EPA  (NNEPA)  and  Navajo 
Department  of  Public  Safety  to  ensure  comprehensive  outreach  to  all  affected  Navajo 
chapters. 

•□□□□□□□□  We  have  tapped  into  several  contracting  mechanisms  to  provide  support  for 
the  response,  which  includes  water  quality  sampling,  drinking  water  and  agricultural 
water  distribution  as  well  as  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  water  treatment 
ponds.
